India's Revolt Could Blast the Non-Nuclear Plan 


yNDIA put it on the record this past 
week at the Geneva disarmament 


conference: she is in revolt against the- 


proposed nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty 
(NPT). She all but 
"refuses to sign away 
her option. to build 
atomic weapons. This 
Indian stand is re- 
flected, with only 
‘slightly less empha- 
sis, by many of the 
other potential mem- — 
bers. of the atomic 
club. The confronta-

tion between “nukes” (nuclear-weapon 


states) and ‘‘non-nukes,” so widely 
feared when Washington and Moscow 
were hammering out the draft treaty, 
has now come to pass. 2 F 

Because it is not a surprise, the revolt 
of the ‘“‘non-nukes” has failed to make 
headlines, It is, nonetheless, one of the 
profoundly significant developments of 
our time. ees ar 

It is not an overstatement to say that 
if the non-proliferation treaty“Sbarring 
nuclear “haves” from giving the bomb 
and “have-nots” from taking it—does 
collapse in failure, the shape of the 
world in the 1970’s will be almost as 
different from our present world as our 
present world is different from the pre- 
atomic era. 

With at least a dozen, and perhaps a 
score, of small countries in possession of 
the bomb, every small war—such as the 


Arab-Israel war of June, 1967—will have 
the potential of nuclear holocaust. 
__When-_the danger of a revolt against 
the NPT first came to light, Soviet and 
American disarmament negotiators pooh- 
poohed it. “Oh, they’ll come around” 
was the confident prediction. How could 
they hold out if the Soviet Union and the 
United States agreed? 

But they have.not come around; and 
unless Washington and Moscow do a 
major selling job in tthe UN General 
Assembly this spring—when the issue is 


due for a showdown—there is fio sign: 


they ever will come around. 


Bonn Wants Escape 
This fact affects a.'wide range of 


’ other events. Pressure on West Germafiy 


to sign the treaty is being greatly eased. 
Bonn bowed to the pressure with much 
_reluctance, and obviously ‘would leap at 
an opportunity to escape. y 

In such a case, the Soviet Union 
would have failed to . acliieve the 
principal objective she has. sought from 
the treaty, namely curbs on West 
Germany’s nuclear potential: The. United 
States would have absorbed the anger of 
Bonn and other West European allies for 
nothing. 2 

Prospects for a. European-security 
settlement, including incipient reunifica- 
tion of Germany, would have been dealt 
a severe blow—prospects which had 
begun to seem a bit-brighter in recent 
months, .in part as a result of the 
prospective non-proliferation treaty, and 


in part because of direct overtures from 
Bonn to.the East. 

India, the leader of the NPT revolt, 
has what seem to her excellent reasons 
for the stand. She fears Red China, and 
is not satisfied with alternative provi- 
sions for her security in the event of 
nuclear challenge. 

The Sino-Soviet split has not reached 
the-point where Moscow is willing to give 
India an open guarantee of protection 
from .China; and India does not want 
such a guatantee from the United States 
alone. 

Instead of guaranteeing India, the 
Soviet Union has risked affronting her by 
warning that countries which fail to 
accept ‘NPT restraints will be at a 
disadvantage. when it comes to receiving 
peaceful atomic assistance. Russia has a 


considerable atoms-for-peace program in~ 


at least seven countries, five of them -non- 
Communist. 


Can Twist Arms” 


Washington, too, can apply meaning- 
ful pressure in several parts of the 
world, including India, by threatening to 
withhold atoms-for-peace aid and per- 
suading friends such as Canada to follow 
suit. The American delegate’ at Geneva 
has hinted at such a course. 

Whether pressures of this kind are 
likely to take effect will become 
apparent in the UN Assembly this 
spring, where a climactic chapter of the 
NPT story may be written. 


The tip-off will be the size of the 
majority the United States and the 
Soviet Union are able to muster for the 
treaty in the-face-of resistance from 
such smaller powers as India, Sweden, 
Egypt, Brazil and perhaps even Italy. 

It will be the first time in the. UN's 23- 
year history that Washington and 
Moscow have been on the same side ‘ofa 
major contentious issue, working to- 
gether against active small-power 
opposition, 


Dragging Their Heels _ 


Even some Communist eountries may 
be among the heel-draggers. Romania 
has said at Geneva, that if the great 
powers want-Smaller countries to accept 
inspection, they themselves should be 
subjécted to it as well—something 
Russia has shown no sign of willingness 
to-do. : 

Large elements of pride are involved | 
for the. ‘non-nukes."" Despite elaborate 
efforts to persuade them it is not. so, 
possession of nuclear weapons {s still 
widely equated with first-class inter- 
national stature. 

A UN proclamation glorifying nuclear 
self-denial could help make the sacrifice 
seem noble and high-principled. But to 
be persuasive, the great powers may 
well have to accept meaningful re- 
straints on their own nuclear arsenals. 

Whether Russia will pay this price to 
obtain nuclear curbs on West Germany 
is a major unanswered question.

Piling Faggots Around the Stake For 


S though the United States didn't 
have enough troubles, Congress is 
about to be subjected to the strongest 
push in nearly two decades for passage 
of legislation sweep- k 
ingly restricting the 
civil liberties of citi- 
zens. A lengthy ‘and 
remarkable bill, 
drastically affecting 
such trad itional 
American rights as 
freedom of speech, 
advocacy and travel, 
and further extending 
the ‘Big * Brother’ 
function of the state, 
was quietly slipped’-into the Senate 
hopper by Senator James O. Eastland 
(Democrat—Mississippi). 

For the better part of two weeks it 
has lain virtually unnoticed by those who 
might most be expected to raise a howl 
at its contents. It will not remain 
unnoticed. for long, Senator Eastland 
plafis to open hearings next week before 
his notorious Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee on the proposed bill “to 
strengthefi ‘the internal security of the 
United States.” He hopes it will-clear the 
subcommittee’s parent Senate Judiciary 
Committee, of which he is also chair- 
man, within a.month and be: passed by 
‘Congress before it adjourns- for the 
election campaign. 


Mood of the Times 


Why does the toughest legislation 
since the 1950s to counteract alleged 
“subversion” appear now, in 1968? Its 
proponents believe,that the popular mood 
against manifestations of, ‘disloyalty” is 
the strongest it has been since the days 
of the late Senator Joseph McCarthy, 
when cold war tensions led to’a national 
search for scapegoats _____. 


They .cite the U.S. failure to win the 


Vietham war, strident domestic agitation 
against the war, rise of the ‘new left’ 
and — possibly above all =»~fear of 
growing racial disorder, The sponsors, 
who number 20 senators, or one-fifth of 
the total. membership, which is a good 
start, bank on the reticence of liberal 
Members to vote against at least parts 
of the bill in: view of the querulous 
fhational mood of this election year.

The _most blatant measure of the 
many in Sen. Eastland’s bill seeks to 
define what might be called ‘‘peacetime 
treason.” This is an attempt to get 
around the two provisions of the U.S. 
constitution which declare. (1) that 
treason against the United States ‘shall 


consist only in-levying war against them, 


or in adhering to.their enemies, giving 
them aid and comfort,”’ and (2) that only 


| Congress has the power to declare war 


and in effect-to-create a legal “enemy” 
of the U.S. 

Congress has never declared war 
against North Vietnam, and aid to that 
country by 4 U.S. citizen is therefore not 
legal treason. The Eastland bill would 
establish the new concept of ‘adver- 
sary,” meaning ‘“‘any foreign nation or 
armed group which is engaged in open 
hostilities against the United States or 
with- which the armed forces of the 
United States are engaged in open 
hostilities.” Giving ‘‘aid or comfort” to 
an “adversary’’ would become. punish- 
able by a $10,000 fine. or 10 years of 
imprisonment, or -both. 

Other provisions would prohibit mem- 


bers of allegedly Communist-backed 
organizations from holding jobs in any 
public educational institution, ‘or mem- 
bership -in any labor union; deny 
passports to any U.S. citizen, even a 
citizer by birth, who refuses’ to specifi- 
cally swear his allegiance to the U.S. 
when applying; making it a crime 
punishable by a fine of $5,000 or 
imprisonment ‘for five years, or both, to 
refuse to surrender-a passport to a U.S. 
official on demand; and provjding 
similar penalties for anyone who travels 
to any country against the wish of the 
secretary of state.

“Security. Administration for Executive 
Departments,”’ headed by an administra- 
tor appointed by the president (with the 
Senate’s approval) for a ten-year term. 
The administrator, backed by. a ‘Deputy 
Administrator for Investigations” and a 
“Deputy Administrator for Evaluations," 
would ferret “out subversive aspects. of 
government personnel security cases and 
refer them to the FBI. 


Idle But Highly Paid 


The administrator shall also be able 
to refer cases to the Subversive 
Activities Control Board, which should be 
_gtatifying to the latter's members. They 
have been drawing..high salaries for 
years while not handling a single case, 
owing to the lack of subversive activities 
to control. The administrator is presum- 
ably expected to be better able to find 
some, . 

All these are “security” programs, 
separate from the 
government's ‘loyalty’ programs, The 
two sets of programs are, however, to be 
better co-ordinated. With the help of the 
administrator, of course. 

There is much more in the bill. 
Penalties for promoting riots or advocat- 
ing overthrow of-the government will no 
doubt attract much attention in the 
forthcoming heatings, but most note- 
worthy is a measure attempting to 
weaken the Supreme Court's ability to 
counter the bill’s provisions. : 

The whole bill is really an attempt to 
restore to law a -number of statutes 
éarlier ruled unconstitutional by the 
court. It will so rule again if -the 
Eastland bill becomes .law, possibly 
the bill’s backers really want to see, 
provoking the all-out confrontation be- 
tween the court and the Congress which 
the bill’s backers realy want to see,

Our educational system took another 
kicking around this week, and it seems to me 
time the critics became a great deal better. 

A féw smart phrases, original or quoted, 
and the ,application of the needle, sharp or 
blunt, scarcely ;ereate a 
base from which to ~build 
something of value. And a 
when quotes are used, it. “yg 
might be advisable © for 
critics to find.some direct- 


dian scene, Similar as 
education. may be jin -this 
country and in the, United 


States, there ‘are dif-, 
ferences, 
Perhaps - critics — might Stott 
begin by. giving very seri- 
ous. thought to what the schools and the 


teachers should be trying to do. If they spare 
time. for that exercise, they'll recognize certain 
Sbvious facts. They should be impressed by the 
time factor. Children in elementary. school 
attend class_five hours,a day five days a week 
for something less than 10 months a year. A 
child's waking day runs to 14 hours or more. 
The calendar week contains seven days and 
the year extends over 12 months, A healthy 
child, it seems to me, absorbs impressions, 
possibly learns, during all his waking hours. So 
the school and the teacher, vastly important 


as their influences are, are not. the only 
elements in the educative process. 
* * * 


The home and the ‘community exercise a 
profound effect on the chiki’s development. So, 
just possibly, it might be wise~to decide what 
are the responsibilities of the school and the 
teacher to the child and what are the areas of 
influence that should be occupied by the home 
and the community. 

I protest that I am not a.cynic. I agree that 
our society has serious faults. And I am not 
starry-eyed ehough to believe that humanity, 
with its strengths and weaknesses, its splendor 
and its squalidness, is ever going to attain 
perfection. But in a general sort of way I’ve 
found living, even with all society’s imperfec- 
tions, reasonably enjoyable, and I wish that if 
could be equally so for everyone else. 

It seems to me that we, and. those. who 
follow us,. will have’ to face the fact that 
society is” going to fall somewhat short of 
Elysium, whatever the schools and teachers do 
in their association with children five hours, 
a day, five days a week, less. than 10 months 
a year. They can't create Utopia 

I believe that was the point Frank Beinder, 
ine president of the B.C. School Trustees 
Association, was trying to make in partial 


rebuttal of the. criticism launched at the 
educational system. I did not take from his 
words the meaning that schools and teachers 
had to train children. for specific jobs in 
business and industry, as. some interpreted ‘his 
remarks., He wanted to help equip’ them to 
cope with-problems of living“in-a-society whictt 
exists. 

I derived the impression. from the critics, 
and, my impression could be quite wrong, that 
if the schools and the teachers did what they 
should be doing, society would be revolu- 
tionized, perfection would be near ‘and the war 
in Vietnam would be over. with the ‘good 
guys” emerging- victorious. Wella lot of 


_ people uséd to believe in the magic of the 


Philosopher's Stone and the fountain of youth 
sought by Ponce dé Leon.

We in the audience listened at one point to 
the familiar current justification for “hippies” 
—those among the young, we are tokd, who 
reject the frauds of our society, withdraw

“T would rather have a soclaty of flower 
children,”’ .sai@—one,-speaker, ‘‘than. some of 
these people who float around under the guise 
of- businessmen."’ I don’t know any flower 
children well, but I have had occasion to bump 
into some pretty § miserable. .crooks _ who 
operated “as businessmen.

LONDON — The — pressure 
is mounting in Czechoslovakia 
for the dismissal of President 


’ T 
Antonin Novotny, who —re- 
cently lost his post ‘as party 
secretary, in order to finish 


off altogether the conserva- 
tive opposition which is put- 
ting up a strong fight against 
the liberal policies of the new 
leadership. 

Novotny, who remains a 
member of the politburo — 
praesidium, cdntinues to try 
to drum up popular support 
by representing himself as a 
champion. of. the workers 
against the intellectuals. and 
white collar workers, who 
have been the main force in 
favor of political reform. ; 

Even. -when. he shared the 
platform with Alexander 
Dubcek, the new party leader, 
during last week's annivers- 
ary celebrations ‘in honor of 
the 1948 Communist coup, 
there was a perceptible dif- 
ference of emphasis in their 
speeches, with Dubcek going 
out of his way to reassure the 
intelligentsia that its suffer- 
ings under the Stalinist re- 
gime of the past are over. 


Press Alarmed 


There are the n. ings of a 
real class conflict here, and 
the Czechoslovak press is 
showing signs of alarm at this 


* — but only in the sense that it 


is accusing the conservatives 
of fostering friction between 
the classes. The liberals 
themselves, however, are not 
blameless, for it serves their 
purpose to represent the con- 
servatives as the culprits.

China boycotted the Buda- 
pest’ meeting, .as_ she _ is 
expected’ to do the summit, 
and the fight against the 
Soviet power-play was led by 
Romania. 

The Romanian delegation 
objected particularly to harsh 
attacks by Soviet members on 
Chinese policy and _ finally 
walked out in protest. It was 
the most ‘serious~ split in the 
Soviet bloc since President 
Tito of -Yugoslavia rebelled 
against Joseph Stalin 20 years 
ago. 

The Russians maintain the 
summit is needed to restore 
unity to the world Communist 
movement, while the Ro- 
manians insist -the open split 
with China will fracture Com- 
munism more than ever. They 
also’ fear- the Soviet Union 
wants the summit to impose 
its will on-the smaller satellite 
nations—by means of a show- 
down with China.

The position of the English- 
speaking people in South 
Africa has been unfavorable 
to the development of a 
national literature. 


In number only just over-a~ 


million, they have remained 
the most English of all the 
major colonial peoples. 
Caught between black as- 
pirations and an Afrikaner 


(Boer) nationalism which has * 


suctessfully—asserted the un- 
enviable claim to be the 


cultural torchbearer of. white _ 


civilization in South Africa, 
the English South African has 
never acquired even the 
somewhat precarious national 
identity of the Canadian. He 
does. not believe in himself 
anymore, \ 

And as most serious writers 
have ‘been liberal. in their 
outlook on race questions, 
their feeling of alienation and 
isolation has been’ increased. 

For if oné is a serious South 
African writer, itis almost 
impossible not “6fly not. ‘to 
write about race but also to 
avoid taking up a standpoint 
on race. } 

The critic is in a similar 
position, 

In-a country where dis- 
crimination is written into the 
laW of the land, where 
violence and brutality are not 
incidental but organic, it is 
difficult. to remain detached 
and judge a work on its 
literary ‘nierits. Is this book 
guilty of a sentimental blurr- 
ing of focus and wilful myopia? 
Or is that ‘book guilty of two- 
dimensional distortion and 
propagandist insistence? Even 
in countries where issues are 
less sharply defined, indentity 
of belief is always lurking in 
the wings waiting to prompt 
the critic who is uncertain of 
his lines, particularly when he 
is writing about modern 
literature.

The story concerns a police- 
man who is sent to prison for 
contravening the Immorality 
Act by having sexual inter- 
course with a black girl. 

But the justice or wisdom of 
the Immoralkity Act is not in

The focus. is not on the 
politically and socially repre- 
hensible love of white for 
black, as in Nadine Gordi- 
mer’s. Occasion for Loving, 
but on the depraved or 
irregular sexual appetite of a 
man who is held in great 
respect and honor by..,the 
community. 

The reasons for this devia- 


tion are... cOnvincingly- pre- 
sented, even if. not fully 
developed. 


But although for Canadians 
Alan Paton is perhaps the 
most interesting South African 
novelist; one feels that he is an 
arriviste rather than an 


adept. 
His impulse is more social 
than. literary. Both Nadine 


Gordimer and Dan Jacobson 
are greater novelists. 

In Nadine Gordimer South 
Africa is realized as a place; 
it is not merely a backdrop or 
a social and political set-up.

Her first novel, Phe Lying 
Days, sometimes lapses into 
the fine writing which betrays 
a too self-conscious sensi-

extraordinarily accurate and 


detailed perception is also. 
there. A World. of Strangers * 


and Oécasion for Loving deal 
effectively. with the frontier, 


erotic and social, between 
white and black. 
Occasion Loving enjoys 


the advantage of having been 
banned in Sou Africa be- 
cause “it undermines the 


traditional race policy of the

Dan Jacobsén is an expatri- 
ate South African living in 
England. 

In his novels the issues are 
sharply etched and judg- 
ments are more explicit. In 
The Trap he shows how 
human relations between 
white farmers and black 
laborers are distorted by 
white supremacy and black 


hostility. A Dance in the Sun 


presents a horrifyingly de- 
generate white family who 
are still talking about white 
civilization. 


The Price of Diamonds may —

Museum Buffs Were Indignant 


Reaction to those comments 
of mine on museums brought 
a spate of “‘letters to the edi- 
tor'’ — pro {‘certainly not 
mie ‘ 

There are times however 
when, even though one risks 
offending; good friends and 


respected acquaintences, it is 
necessary to speak one’s 
mind. 


The letters expressed indig- 
nation, disappointment, even 
contempt for my views on 
museums and ° the. Maritime 
Museum in particular. They 
made some giod points but 
they overlooked or misunder- 
stood many of mine. 

And as you can see, they 
have not materially altered 
my viewpoint. 

I am perfectly aware of the 
value of museums as “poor 
men’s universities’ and of the 
fact that a maritime museum 
in a seabound province like 
British Columbia, has a 
special significance. 

As something of a perennial 
student and a writer I have 
had occasion to use museums 
in.research and have been 
most grateful for their 
presence. 

And when it’ comes to the 
arts—which one of the letter- 
writers tends to belittle—it 
can be said that artists are 


among the groups who make 
most use of museums of 
every description. - 

The museum’s director, Col’: 
J. W. D. Symons, says that 
the proposal submitted for the 
present use of the courthouse 
building was accepted by city 
council as. the more realistic 
and workable among those 
offered. *

Renowned for the intensity 
of his powerful restraint: in 
playing Chopin, Maleuzynski 
is at his<best in playing the 
Polonaises, the most Polish of 
all Chopin’s works. 


GREAT DEMANDS 


These heroic tragic patridtic, 


outbursts, ‘technically make 
great démands of the per- 
former. No. 5 -in F Sharp 
Minor, the most challenging 
‘of them ‘all is onlyattempted 
by virtuoso—performers; and 
yet it is not the most difficult 
to bring off. 

Just as “To be or not to be" 
4s the most difficult speech an 
actor..canattempt because it 
js so familiar, so, I feel, the 
3rd and 6th of these Polo- 
naises because they too are so 
familiar, take the measure of 
the performer more accu- 
rately. 


The 6th Polonaise alone 
make this record* worth buy- 
ing. A lilting, trippingly. em- 
phatic rhythm retains the 
nature of the original dance, 
delicately. ornamented pa s- 
sages add the charm of a 
more complex composition 
and, while there is a surging 
excitement in the. playing, 
restraint always exercises con- 
trol. 


Malcuzynski never uses the 
full” reserves of ‘his power, 
never over-extends himself 
and so he avoids the over- 
blown exuberance of exag~ 
gerated expression which the 
fastidious Chopin detested in 
the- unrestrained vulgarity of 
composers involved in the 
Romantic Movement of his 
time. 

Because an All-Chopin pro- 
gram tends to -leave an 
audience delighted but. limp, 
and because he does not wish 
to be limited or type-cast as a 
Chopin specialist, Maleuzyin- 
ski is playing works by several 
other composers when he’ vis- 
its Victoria. 

One of the .ways of pre- 
judging him as a non-Chopifi 
_player. is provided by. the fine 
Angel reissue on Seraphim 
$60055 of Brahms’ Concerto 
No. 1 in D minor. 

The. orchestra is a little 
distant and not always as well- 
balanced as on newer ecreiy 
ings, and though the pia 
a little less intimately ‘a.

Jim Bishop is 39. He's so well-groomed,_one might, guess he 
moonlights for those clean-cut ads in Esquire or The National 
Tailor. 

There’s a scent of an expensive after-shave lotion, even 
though it is late in the afternoon, and Bishop speaks with a 
matching smoothness, but positively. 

Morey Kells is 32. His Ceasar’s hair eut is more mod than 
Bishop’s, but the cloth came from the same factory. 

These are thé vibrant’ pair who popped into Victoria Friday 
for an altogether-too-hurried conference with Victoria Sham- 
rocks’ upper echlon. They came to convince Douglas Fletcher 
and Keith Dorman, and anyone else who required convincing 
that this is the year lacrosse must ‘‘think big.” 

Specifically, Bishop.and Kells want the Shamrocks and other 
Inter-City League feams to merge with the newly-formed. four- 
team eastern circuit in a ‘‘National LacroSse Association.”

Group Homes: Learning to Trust Adults Again 


By KATHRINE THOMAS 

In the past 10 years Mr. and Mrs. Peter Wilkins have 
been parents to 140 children. 
~» In 1957 they answered an ad.in the paper for~foster 
parents placed by the Family and Children’s Service. 

They took in ‘more children until there was no longer any 
room in their small house—so the agency established them as 
parents of one of their 10 group and receiving homes. 

The group home at 3914-.Carey Road is big and old. 
Perched on top_of a hill, it has an enormous yard with a 
garden. 

Inside there are. eight bedrooms, a poolroom and a 
carpenter’s workshop, 

At. the moment there are eight teen-age boys living at 

“Carey Road. ‘ 

Most of them have parents whom they see once.a month. 
Some have been in a series of foster homes, one is an orphan. 

Most of them’come’into care through juvenile court — 
some under the Children's Protection Act, others for 
delinquencies like stealing, smashing up-cars and running 
away. One boy ran away from home 14 times. 

Some have been termed incorrigible by their parents and 
the court. Others have come into care for short-term periods 
because their parents, perhaps because of illness, can’t look 
after them. 

The advantage of a group home over a foster home is 
that the children are not:forced to meet the demands made 
by a family. ; 

“Most of them have come out of an inadequate home 
situation,’ says Lon Lawson, supervisor of the group care 
section, ‘Their parents are no longer capable of controling 
them.” f 


‘Learn to Trust at Own Speed’ 


“The common factor among the children,” says Gordon 
Welsh,-director of treatment services, ‘‘is that they've had a 
painful experience with adults—they can no longer trust 
them. 

“They have withdrawn and are not capable of forming an 
emotional borid. In.a group home, fhey are able to learn. to 
trust adults again at their own speed. 

“The group home must adj to fit the needs of the 
child; in the foster home the chiff is forced to fit a regime.” 

Placed among other children, the child in a group home 
begins to make contact again by relating to youngsters his 
own age. “If kids are browned off by their parents, they will 
often turn to their friends," says Mr..Welsh. 

The role of a group parent is°a demanding one. 

“The group parents must learn to act in a_ consistent 
fashion,” says Mr. Lawson. “It takes time to build up trust. 
They must-accept the children as they are, not attempt to 
Mold them their own way. 

“They must offer -a, warm relationship to the child— but 
never. “force it on him. They. must wait for the child to 
approach them.” 

“Weare not supposed fo replace the parents," says Mrs. 
Wilkins,"’ just to give them a family type home without great 
emotional demands.” 

Another. important factor is discipline. Many of the 
children come ftom homes. where their parents didn’t care 
enougk to worry about where they were at night. — 

In the group home they all have their chores to do and 
have to be home. ata definite time on weekends. Their 
misdemeanors aré punished by ‘‘grounding"’ for a weekend or 
by small fines. 4 

“At first they resent it,"\. says Mr. Lawson,” but then 
they realize it's in their own interests. If the controls are

reasonable, they see it as an indication of genuine adult 
concern.” 

The children are given an allowance by the Family and 
Children’s Service—$10 a month when they are over 16, $6 a 
month when they are under. 

They go to school’in the area, visit friends and have their 
girl friends over for dances. Some work Saturdays for extra 
money; others can join the Y, or clubs, and take painting and 
music lessons. In the summer they go camping. 

But by the time they reach a group home, their education 
has usually suffered. Most ‘of them have been forced to 
change schools too often. 

“The majority have been through the mill,’" says Mr. 
Wilkins. “‘They’ve had a-pretty rough life and they're lucky if 
they manage to get frough Grade X.” 


‘They Want to Get Jobs Soon’ 


Of all the children who have passed through the ‘Wilkins’ 
home, only one girl has made it to university. Two others 
have completed Grade 12. 

In the present group, only one boy said he wanted to go 
beyond school=to become an architect. 

“They want to get a job as soon as possible,”’ says Mrs. 
Wilkins. “They ‘haven't had muetrin their homes and they 
want the security money brings. 

“They’re always talking about the nice homes and cars 
they’ll have some day.” 

Some children have been successfully returned to their 
own homes, others placed in foster homes, and still others 
have remained in the group home until they could strike out 
on their own. . 

Working with the boys in each home_and with their 
famili® is a social worker. 

George Philian, the social worker assigned to Carey Road 
says, “‘We try to work as a team, the house parents are the 
main treatment—the social worker, the consultant.” 

The Family’ and Children’s Service recgives many 
applications from people who would like to be group parents 
but last time only two or three out of 60 applicants were 
chosen as suitable. 

“It’s a very exacting job-and makes a lot of-physical and 
emotional demands,”” says Mr. Lawson. “You have to be a 
stable person who genuinely likes children.”’ 


Full Month’s Holiday Annually--—| 


The pay scale ranges frorm $260 to $310 for the wife plus 
a stipend of $100-for the husbafid“if he has an outside job. If 
he works full time in the-home he is paid on the same scale 
as his wife. 

Rent, upkeep, food and laundry are paid by the agency. 
An average monthly food bill at Carey Road is $500. 

“Group parents should be well-paid,” says Mr. Welsh. “‘It’s 
such a demanding job.” 4 

“The agency also insists group parents’ have two days off 
a week—away from the home. Mr. and Mrs. Wilkins spend 
those days in a trailer on their property. The boys are looked 
after by substitute house parents. : 

Group: parents, also get a full month’s vacation a year. 

The children in group homes may range in age from six 
to 21 (if they are still attending school), Some homes are 
mixed; some just for boys. 

‘Many people are afraid at first of a group home in their 
neighborhood,” says Mr. Welsh. ‘They worry about juvenile 
delinquency. ,But most have_been very co-operative in 
meeting the community responsibility towards thése boys. 
They need to be given a chance too.” 


‘You Start Coming to Your Senses 


“But even here as soon as 
they see they're losing, they 
tell you to shut up.”

VATICAN CITY (Reuters)— 
Three years have passed 
since the second Vatican 
council, but the world’s 600,- 
000,000 Roman Catholics stitl 
are divided over its recom- 
mendations. 

Three issues have. provoked 
the most dissension: Birth’ 
control, celibacy among 
priests and the use of vernac- 
war language in the-mass. 

By their reactions, clergy 
and laity have been classified 
into two groups: The conserv- 
atives, hesitant to see any 


major shift in the church’s'.. 


thinking, and the progrés- 
sives, who want the council's 
more liberal attitudes contin- 
ued and expanded. 

Many. want action soos: Oth- 
ers are prepared to wait pa- 
tiently for Pope Paul's author- 
itative decision to clarify the 


: birth control issiie—a decision 


which, they feel, will indicate 
how the church is evolving. 
UsING LOCAL LANGUAGE 

One of the major_changes- 
concerns the saying of mass 
in thevernacular instead of 

Almost everywhere, mass 
now is said in the tongue of 
the area where the. church is 
located. 

While this and various 
changes in the liturgy now are 
generally accepted, the older 
generation and the young are 
- divided. 

In the Irish Republic, one of 
the most fervently and tradi- 
tionally conservative of 
Roman Catholic countries, the 
“imteHectuals are pleased with 
the progress made. But the 
great majority of the rural 
population is reported to be 
confused ‘by. the changes’ and 
bewildered by steps which 
they regard as indications of 
a weakening of authority with- 
in the church. 

Almost all Catholics every- 
where welcome suggestions to 
reform of the code of canon 
law. They believe that if the 
church is to be brought into 
line with . modern life, the 
training of priests must be lib- 
eralized. to ensure they are 
thoroughly conversant with all 
its problems and can help to 
find the answers. 


PRIESTS NOT UNITED 

Priests themselves are divid- 
ed. The older ones urge the 
merits of traditional  disci- 
plines while the young ones 
look for-more practical stud- 
ies: 

In the United States, there 
is widespread unrest.

The. changes advocated_by 
the Vatiean council have 
started off\a genuine religious 
revival in Spain. But, again, 
many younger clergy and lay 
people feel that the pace is 


not fast enough’, 


The ‘ii \ghanges have 
been fully implemented. But 
the government's law on reli« 
gious liberty disappointed 
many Spanish Protestants. 
They consider it is opposed to 
the spirit of the Vatican coun 
cil. 

Britain's’ estimated 4,000,000 
Roman Catholics mostly favor 
the church reforms, although 
many feel that too little is 
being done. 

For many, the Vatican 
council gave rise to hopes 
which have not yet been ful- 
filled. Some’ show: anxiety at 
what they regard as conserva- 
tive attitudes and lack of lead- 
ership in Rome. 

On birth control, British 
opinion is divided. Some 
argue : that official . thinking 
may not have had time to 
catch up with the attitude of

consider a speedy decision 
ending uncertainty is essen- 
tial.

TORONTO (CP) — Rolf 
Hochhuth’s Soldiers ‘restores 
the stage to greatness of 
purpose,"’ says Herbert Whit- 
taker, drama : critic .of The 
Globe and Mail, in-his review 
of the play: which opened this 
week. 

Ralph Hicklin, of The Tele- 
gram, not as fulsome in his 
praise, said: “Stripped of 
pretensions to controversy, 
Soldiers becomes a rather old- 
fashioned, over-long despite 
editing historical thesis play.’ 

Writing in_The Star, Nathan 
Cohen says: 

“Anyone whe goes to Sol- 
djers expecting a highly in- 
flammatory propaganda dis- 
sertation about Churchill will 
be disappointed. Anyone who 
hoped for The Deputy all over. 
again..will. have the same 
reaction. The Soldiers is en- 
titled to judgement .and_ ap- 
preciation in’ its own right. On 
that basis, its short-comings 
duly inventorized, it--is a 
gripping dramatic experi- 
ence.” 

CURTAIN CALLS 

The capacity. audience at 
the Royal Alexandra Theatre 
gave the cast of Soldiers three 
curtain calls, and gave a 
standing ovation to John 
Colicos, who played Churchill.

His first, ‘The 
Deputy, first performed . in 
Berlin in 1963, accused Pope 
Pius XII. of standing by- in 
silent acceptance during the 


Nazi extermination of 


6,000,000 Jews. 

Wednesday night's per- 
formance of Soldiers was its 
world premiere in English. It 
has been performed in Berlin. 

The play deals with, the fire- 
bombing of Dresden by the 
allies in the Second World 
War, 

It also hints Churchill. may 
have been involved in order- 
ing the death of General 
Wladyslaw Sikorski, premier- 
in-exile of Poland and com- 
mander of Poland's armed 
forces. 

The general died in an air 
crash at Gibraltar in 1943. 

One man paraded outside 
the theatre before the play, 
carrying a sign which read; 


“Outrage to the: sense of 
human” ju stice—Dresden, 
Aushwitz, Vietnam.”’

TIPS FOR HOME GARDENERS 


Why Coddle Your Camellias? 


By JACK BEASTALL 


The camellia (pronounced 
cam-el’-le-a), long considered 


e tender greenhouse shrub, i. 


now becom- 
ing increas- 
ingly - popular 
as an outdoor 
plant in 
northern gar- 
dens, but its 
culture . is 
shrouded in a = 
lot of fallacies * 
and very few ; 
facts. : 

The plant ¢ 


‘ Jack 
itself is perfectly hardy in this 


climate, with exceptional 
beauty all through the year 
and a ‘bonus of attractive 


flowers. 
It is- an evergreen shrub, 
and like all’ evergreens -it 


sheds about one third of its 
foliage every year, so'that a 
dying or falling leaf is not 
always an indication of 
trouble. 


The ‘leaves range in. shape 
from long, narrow and 
pointed, to comparitively 
wide, short and almost square 
Ongthe ends, and the color 

es from light green to a 
rich dark black-green. Pale 
leaves do not signify a sick 
plant. 


There are several types’ of 
camellias and hundreds of 
hybrids, some easier to grow 
than others. The blood-line 
determines whether or ‘not a 
variety can be growh in a 
given climate; this informa- 
tion can be obtained from any 
camellia book in the public 
library or by joining a ca- 
mellia society. 


Easily Damaged 


There are early, mid-season 
and late flowering varieties, 
and while the plants are 
hardy to frosts the flower 
buds are easily damaged once 
they become active. 

The gardener who lives in 
an area where frosts are 
common into May will rarely 
flower an early blooming 
variety successfully no matter 
how much it is coddled. 


Since very few gardeners 
have the facilities for growing 
a six-inch, rooted cutting into 
a ‘bushy shrub, a lot of 
disappointments will be 
avoided by starting with a two- 
to four-foot established plant. 

Once a camellia is planted 
it will provide beauty “‘for—a 
lifetime, therefore its simple 
basic needs are worth careful 
attention. 


When good drainage, cor- 
rect soil mixture, adequate 
light and space are provided, 
ordinary care in watering and 
fertilizing will assure trouble- 
free growth. 

The planting and _-trans- 
planting period is from late 
September through March for 
most areas. With a little 
knowledge and care, a plant 
can be moved within a garden 
at any time excepting in very 
hot or very cold periods. 

Whether the plant should go 
into sun or shade depends on 
climatic conditions and the 
variety being grown. In areas 
with cool summers a sunny 
position will ensure more 
flowers, bushier growth, and 
less trouble from diseases and 
pests. 


Out of Wind 


A camellia should never be 
planted against a concrete 
‘wall that will deprive it of 
much needed _ soil moisture, 
nor in a_ position having 
reflected heat from @ light 
colored wall or solid fence. 
Shelter from wind is also 
necessary. 

No camellia ‘will survive a 
wet soil during winter. Drain- 
age is most important and 
must be provided by one 
means or another. 

Soil acidity determines the 
health and beauty of a 
camellia, and they do~best 
when the soil tests pH 5 to 6. 
Acidity can be increased by 
adding the correct amount of 
aluminum sulphate or sul- 
phur, ‘the latter being» very 
slow to change the soil 
reaction therefore difficult for 


the amateur to use.

The. planting hole should be 
large enough to allow 12 
inches of ‘‘camellia type soil’’ 
in around the 
rootball, and deep enough for 
eight inches of soil and fotr 
inches of gravel beneath. An 
auger hole. at the bottom; 
@ighteen inches deep, filled 
with small stones is drainage 
insurance. 

A good ‘‘camellia type soil’’ 
consists of 2 parts garden soil, 
1 part humus, leafmold or 
well moistened peat moss, 
and 1 part coarse’ sharp sand. 


Not Too Deep 


Camellias are surface root- 
ing, and many troubles are 
the result of planting too 
deeply. The top of the rootball 
of a wrapped plant,-or the top 
of .the soil’ on a__container 
grown plant should be exactly 
level with the surrounding 
soil. 

No depth of soil should ever 
be put over the rootball,- and 
the soil beneath the ball must 
be firmed sufficiently ‘to pre- 
vent the plant from sinking. 

Moist soil conditions at: all 
times are essential. Poor 
growth, falling flower buds, 
and crisping leaves, all indi-

Late blooming hybrids are 
cut back* quite drastically 
now—even to four feet from 
ground to get. new growths 
flowering at low levels. 

Bush - types like C. reh- 
deriana are pruned severely 
in early spring. C. maero- 
petala, shorten all growths 
after flowering in May; and 
C. recta, herbaceous perennial 
clematis, cut to ground each 
spring.

Frank, Happy-Go-Lucky, Non-Conforming

What sort of people are school 
drop-outs? 

An American educator told 
local guidance teachers. here 
Friday that research shows 
youngsters who leave’ school 
early are not necessarily short 
on brains. 

Conan S. Edwards; director of 
secondary education in Madison, 
Wisconsin, was one of 59 speak- 
ers in the Professional Day 
program presented by Greater 
Victoria’s 1,200 teachers. 


He told a workshop-at Oak 
Bay senior secondary school 
that a University of Wisconsin 
survey of 21,000 drop-ou-ts 
showed 60 per cert had IQs 
average or above. . 


“So the feeling the drop-out is 
of poor ability.is over-simplified 
at least,”’ he said, 


Researck at the University of 
Pennsylvania whieh compared a 
group of drop-outs with a group 
of youngsters who stayed in 
school showed there was no 
major difference in such things 


e 


as ego, ability to meet people 
or parents’ occupations. 

Studies show the drop-out 
tends towards a frank, happy-go- 
lucky nature, a person who “is 
deliberately non-conforming but 
definitely not disintetested. 


Across the U.S. the drop-out 
rate averages 30 per cent, said 
Mr. Edwards. A variety of 
supplementary training pro- 
grams at Madison have cut. the 
rate there to 214 per cent. 

Guidance, said the speaker, 
means any and all efforts to

help the youngster find himself. 

Students. are the product of 
their heritage and of their 
environment and teacher coun- 
cillors should concentrate on

Children at school face. pres- 
sures from parents to do well, 
from the economy to earn. the 
accepted qualifications for a job 
and from society on a number 
of revolutionary issues, he said.

SALISBURY (AP) — “Good 
old Smithy—keep in there fight- 
ing, we’re right behind you,” 
shouted the man in the crowd.

He 
grabbed independence from 
Britain more than two years 
ago, and looks as though he will 
retain his popularity among the 
whites ‘of Rhodesia-for a long 
time to-come. ; 

Sanctions, which British 
Prime Minister Wilson decreed 
would topple the illegal Smith 
regime in weeks, have failed to 
bring the rebel government to 
its knees, 

On the surface, the man in 
the street appears hardly trou- 
bled.

\ “We plan to retain all of the 
building, because basically it's 
structurally sound,’’ Mr. Glad-

The facade will be cleaned 
and altered to accommodate 10 
or 12 large stores on the ground 
floor. A central_garden court 
about 45 feet wide will stretch

The structure will be raised 
another storey with the addition 
of penthouses. These could 
eventually become town houses, 
Mr. Gladwell said. 

Supporting the building are 13 
solid brick walls which run from 
front to back walls and up to 
the roof. : 

Renovations merely entail 
knocking out ceiling joists be- 
tween floors and adding brick 
archways through the dividing 
walls, Mr, Gladwell said. 

Most of the original glass in 
the front of the building will be 
retained, although some store 
fronts may be altered to vary 
the plan, he said. 

The completed building, ex. 
Pected. about a year from now, 
will be known ‘as International 
House. 

The block is about 240 feet by 
60 feet and offers 40,000 square 
feet of floor space. 

The second floor will ‘be 
broken up into 20 offices with 
floor space of 500 feet.

are paid.

Conan S. Edwards, director of 
secondary education in Madison, 
Wisconsin, was one of 59 speak- 
ers in the Professional Day 
program presented by Greater 
Victoria's 1,200 teachers. 


Bay senior secondary school 
that a’ University of Wisconsin 
survey of 21,000 drop-outs 
showed 60 per ‘cent had IQs 
average or above, 


“So the feeling the-drop-out is 
of poor ability is over-simplified

“Both types of so-called milk 
replacements can retail at a| 
lower price than fluid milk} 
products-but regulations now in 
force in Canada prohibit the 
| blending of dairy and fion-dairy 
foods. 

“Although the nutritive value 
}of substitute- milk products has 
not been fully established, 
blended milks do supply the) 
nutritive values normally asso-| 
ciated with fluid milk.”

IN RHODESIA 


Cautious Moves 


‘Smithy’ 


Against 


By DENNIS LEE ROYLE 

SALISBURY (AP) — “Good 
old Smithy—keep in there: fight- 
ing, we're right behind you,” 
shouted the man in the crowd. 
A hundred bystanders ap- 
plauded. 

Old Smithy is Rhodesia's 
prime minister Ian Smith. He 
grabbed independence from 
Britain more than two years 
ago, and looks as though he will 
retain his popularity among the 
whites of Rhodesia for a long 
time to come. 

‘Sanctions, which British 


Prime: Minister Wilson decreed « 


would topple the illegal Smith 
regime in weeks, have failed to 
bring the rebel government to 
its knees. ; 

On the surface, the man in 
the street appears hardly trou- 
bled. Liquor, cigarettes, cloth- 
ing and food are in plentiful 
supply, although more expen- 
sive. Rhodesia’s white-ruled 
ally, South Africa, pours essen- 
tial goods, including fuel, into 
the country. 

CRITICAL TIMES 

But im financial circles and 
among the ranks of the coun- 
try’s big farmers, rumblings of 
discontentment are heard. 

Tobacco farmers, who once 
supplied Rhodesia’s largest ex- 
port, have ‘been forced to reduce} 
their. acreage.- Huge stocks of 
tobacco remain unsold. 

Cautious stirrings are also 
being heard on the political| 
front where some of the coun- 
try’s 230,000 whites are talking 
of a new political party to op- 
pose the Smith regime. 

They aim to‘ fight the ruling 
Rhodesian Front : party,» using 
the Rhodesian-British political 
stalemate. as the party mani- 
festo. ee . 

Testing its popularity among 
whites, the new party—the 
Rhodesian. Constitutional Asso- 
ciation—sent out questionaires, 
to three key white constituen- 
cies, 

Voters. were asked if ‘they 
wanted an honorable settlement 
with Britain based on a Wilson’ 
plan—a settlement which would 
“eventually give majority rule to 
Rhodesia's 4,500,000 blacks. 

“The results speak for them- 
aging,” said one association of- 
ficial. 

Of 5,047 questionaires, only 
1,260 were returned. A’scant 680 
people stated any desire for-a 
prompt settlement with Britain.

One Mistake 
Meant Jail 
For Newsmen 


ROME (Reuters) — A Rome 
court sentenced two Italian 
journalists to prison Friday for 
libel in an action brought by an 
Italian army general they ac- 
cused of plotting a_ military 
coup d'etat. 

Eugenio Scalfai, director of 
the -weekly newspaper 
L’Espresso, was sentenced to 
one year and five months im- 
prisonment and reporter Lino 
Januzzi to one year and four 
nionths. 

The action’ was brought by a 
dismissed army chief-of-staff, 
Gen. Giovanni De Lorenzo, who 
was accused by the newspaper 
of heading a military plot to 
take over the government dur- 
ing a political crisis in 1964. 

The trial, which turned into 
an investigation of De Lorenzo, 
a former head of the secret 
service, raised storms in parlia- 
ment and nearly brought down 
the government. 

Two weeks ago the public 
prosecutor,- who can intervene 
in civil actions here, said the 
two journalist’s should be acquit- 
ted because all their facts but 
one were correct. 


OVERRULE PROSECUTOR 

The court found both guilty 
with some extenuating circum- 
stances. 

The..court also fined Scalfai 
250,000 lire ($408) and Januzzi 
200,000 lire ($321). 

It also ordered the. two men 
and the paper’s publishers joint- 
ly to pay 750,000 lire ($1,200) in 
legal costs to each of the two of- 
ficers who brought the action— 
De Lorenzo and Col. Mario Fi- 
lippi—and awarded the officers 
an unspecified sum in damages. 

The trial, one of the most sen- 
sational in Italian legal history, 
lasted four months.

He said TV cameras should 
make an “electronic Hansard” 
in the Commons in the same 
way as the verbatim record is 
made, Radio and TV stations 
would be able to pick film-or 
voice clips from this record in 
the same way- that newspaper 
reporters can use the written 
Hansard. 

Mr. McCleave said Parlia- 
ment is slower to move than 
most other bodies but TV cover- 
age of House debates “‘is com- 
ing.” 

The cameras should record 
the MPs. ‘‘warts..and all’ but 
they might occasionally “pan up 
to the press gallery”’-and show 
the sparse attendance there.
